The 416B tubes would produce about 1 db NF on 144 Mc if one could find one 
that did not have many hours on it. They do not like anything over 105Vdc 
and the filament should be DC for lowest NF. The grid ring is the same 
thread as used in the older style electrical EMT connector for 1/2" pipe. I 
found that brazing one of those rings into a piece of brass and they using 
an old tube to clean out the threads followed by silver plating at the with 
regular silver plating made a nice stable platform for the tube. A tiny 
heatsink is adviseable on the plate end, the tube dissipates about 3/4 of a 
watt and the plate gets hot. Tube mounting should be vertical, either way, 
never horizontal. The glass seals will not work long if left supported only 
by the Grid ring in the horizontal position. The QST article about this 
tube showed it in horizontal position and a lot of guys gave up trying to 
make the tubes work as they failed so quick. The CQ magazine article was 
much better, although the inductance in the cathode was found to be twice as 
big as needed...

This is not unlike other 
special interest groups. Within amateur radio, long distance contacts 


are referred to as DX, low power operating is QRP, confirmation 
cards are QSL cards. No other terms could possibly be used by hams 
in these cases to define the item. In the same manner, boatanchors 
has come into meaning and is now universally understood.

If you can guarantee that the term "old AT&T types" 
refers to our depth of experience and doesn't imply 
"elderliness", then I can give you some info =;-) 


The 416/416B planar triodes were used (along with 
the 2C43) in the TD-2 Microwave Radio System's 
microwave generator and by themselves in the 
transmitter modulator and amplifier cavities. 
These cavities were pretty impressive constructs! 


The TD-2 microgen used crystals in the 17-mc range 

to generate the microwave signals of around 4000 megacycles. 
The TD-2 was that one that used those funny-looking side- 
aperture horns. 


I vaguely remember some QST articles wherein these tubes 
were used in the u-wave ham bands with home-made cavities. 
Moon-bouncers of the Fifties and Sixties sometimes used the 
TD-2 microgen as a source, as they occasionally turned up 
on the surplus market.
